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of Introduction of bills and 1 think that figure tends to
do that, either way it tends to do it.

SPEAKER MARVEL: Senator Cope.

SENATOR COPE: Mr. President and members, 1 call for the
question.

SPEAKER MARVEL: The question has been called for. Do 1
see Tive hands? The question before the House is, shall
debate cease. All in favor vote aye, opposed vote no.
Record.

CLERK: 29 ayes, 0 nays to cease debate, Mr. President.

SPEAKER MARVEL: Debate has ceased. The Chair now recog-
nizes Senator DeCamp to close on his motion.

SENATOR DeCAMP: Mr. President, very briefly, 1 have come

It was last year on my litter
bill that they were going to increase the tax by $100 and
they promised me that is what they were doing on the floor
and, in fact, they increased it by $1,000 and 1 had to Kkill
that poor bill so I am accustomed to getting inaccurate
figures but 1 would hope that, on this and railroad legis-
lation and many other things, that we would try to get our
figures straight.

SPEAKER MARVEL: The motion before the House is the withdrawal
of the four bills. All those in favor of the DeCamp motion
vote aye, opposed no. Have you all voted? Record the vote.

CLERK: 41 ayes, 0 nays on the motion to withdraw the bills,
Mr. President.
